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Gontinuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks of 01/05/2004, applicant traverses 
the rejections based on the ground that no information is given in the reference as to how virtual concatenation is achieved. This argumer 
is not found to be persuasive since aplicant did not recite a limication which indicates how the virtual concatenation is achieved in the 
claims. Applicant also argues that the reference does not teach the use of a part of the POH of a virtually concatenated structure to 
indicate a sequence of frames. This argument is not persuasive because the limitation argured by applicant above is not cited in claims 
except for claim 80. However, applicant's attention is directed at page 52,section 8.3.8 and figure 8-13/G J07 and page 64 section 9.3.1.1 
wherein it teaches H4 (part of POH) for indicating sequence of the frames . 
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
